Donaidson Seeks Legal Help To Get 
Expenses From County 


Former Coffee County Tax 
Assessor, Fred Donaldson, has 
acquired the legal services of 
Enterprise attorney, Joe 
Pittman, in his continuing at- 
tempt to gain reimbursement 
for money paid by him to 
extra clerical help during the 
recent tax reappraisal pro- 
gram. 

Pittman was present at the 

County Commission meeting 
on Monday, June 26, and then 
told the commission that Mr. 
Donaldson retired because he 
didn’t have a choice from an 
economic standpoint. 
“T have filed a claim in be- 
half of Mr. Donaldson for the 
extra clerical help he used 
during the tax reappraisal 
program,’’ stated Pittman. 
‘A recent Attorney General's 
ruling stated the county could 
reimburse the tax assessor to 
cover the expense of additional 
office help.’’ 


Commissioner Bennie 


Beckham asked ‘‘How much of 
the claim is valid? If we do 
owe Mr. Donaldson money, we 
need validated facts showing 
just what we do owe. We want 
to do what's right, but what is 
right?’’ 

Pittman told the commis- 
sion that Donaldson paid out 
$13,748.30 to extra help in 
1976, but added ‘‘By my rough 
calculations, his office paid 
$17,457 to added help for the 
initial three months of 1978.’ 

The commission told Mr. 
Pittman that when he had com- 
piled a complete listing of all 
the records, they would meet 
with him and Mr, Donaldson, 
and discuss the matter in de- 
tail. No date was set for the 
meeting.

Rabid Cats Result In Shots 


A sick, stray kitten 
-found in Coffee County last 
week, and which later died, 
was found to be infected with 
rabies. 

A resident of the Weeks 
Bridge Road vicinity found two 
kittens near the bridge - one 
of them already dead. He took 
the other one home, fed and 
nursed it, but it, too, died 
within the week. An examina- 
tion showed that the 6-week- 
old kitten did have the dis- 
ease. Consequently, the man 
and his family had to be vac- 
cinated with anti-rabies shots. 

Richard Brown, of the 
County Health Department, ad- 
vised everyone with animals - 
pets of any kind - to be sure 
they are vaccinated for rabies, 
Brown has_ submitted five 
more heads of animals to be 
examined, but had not had 
any report yesterday (Wed- 
nesday). Only the one kitten 
has been positively confirm- 
ed as having rabies. 

Anyone having any know- 
ledge of these kittens is asked 
to contact the Coffee County 
Health Department. There is 
a possibility that the mother 
of these kittens could be 
rabid, also, 

A check with Dr. Phillip 
Hamm, Elba veterinarian, re-~ 
vealed that although he has 
submitted several heads to 
the lab, none has. been found 
to be positive,

District Attorney, Charles 
Graddick has announced that he 
will run for Attorney General 
in the September Democratic 
Primary. Graddick said he 
was tired of watching politicians 
announce their intentions 
to seek our State’s highest 
prosecution office. ‘‘These 
men,’’ Graddick said, ‘‘Do not 
have the qualifications ne- 
cessary to be Attorney Gen- 
eral Most of the candidates 
are Legislators who have gained , 
their experience compromising 
in smoke filled back rooms. 
Instead of prosecuting crimin- 
als, these politicians have re- 
presented the special in- 
terests,’’ 

Graddick said his ex- 
perience speaks for itself. The 
young lawman has prosecuted 
and convicted hundreds of crim- 
inals. Last year Graddick 
gained statewide attention for 
successfully prosecuting mass 
mutilation murderer Thomas 
Whisenhant in Birmingham. He 
also tried Evans and Ritter, 
two Indiana parolees who mur- 
dered a Mobile merchant and 
said they wanted to die in the 
electric chair. In all, Graddick 
has convicted 95% of the crim- 
inals he has prosecuted. 

Graddick said he feels the 
issues will be lenient treat- 
ment of criminals, capitol pun- 
ishment, drug traffic, utilities 
and victim-witness assistance. 
He says the fitness of the 
candidates themselves willalso 
become an issue. Graddick 
said, ‘‘The people are dis- 
atisfied with the legislature’s 
performance. I don’t believe 
they want to promote a com- 
promising back room politician 


next Attorney General.’’ Grad- 
dick said he feels that the 
people will reject the politi- 
cians running for attorney Gen- 
eral and will elect a success- 
ful, experienced prosecutor for 
the job. 

Graddick, age 33, was born 
and raised in Mobile and is 
a graduate of the University 
of Alabama and the Cumber- 
land Law School. He was 
elected District Attorney of Mo- 
bile County in 1974 and at 
the age of 29 was Mobile 
County’s youngest D.A. ever.

FHA en- 
couragés (and places its money) the extension of existing 
water Systems for several reasons, one being cheaper for 
a system to be extended than to construct all new systems 
with wells, offices, etc., thus saving tax money of the federal 
level, People using Elba water will haveapsychological 
tie with “Efba, spend their other money here, thus creating 
additional foetal tax money in Elba rather than other places. 
Very seldom will a new industry locate in an area without 
a water system, therefore this extension will open the door 
for more industrial development as well as new homes-- 
and the addéd future customers will be a plus in the cof- 
fers of the utility because they would not be considered 
in computing the original rates. This is one project in which 
everyone isa winner. We like the whole deal and wish 
them well, 


Last week’ we mentioned the possibility of the Industrial 
Board working to develop som? lots for building new homes. 
My idea was to sell the lots to individuals or builders-- 
anyone agreeing to build a new house within a certain time, 
Several people have voiced opinions of this idea and not 
one is opposed.

Department Of 
Safety Warns 


About Fourth 


‘Alabama Department of 
Public Safety is expecting 17 
deaths in traffie accidents 
during the Fourth of July hol- 
iday,’’ said Colonel M. L. Hil- 
yer, Department of Public 
Safety Director. ‘‘Twelve 
deaths are anticipated on the 
rural roadways and five in ur- 
ban areas, if our accident ex- 
perience so far this year is 
any indication, the holiday could 
be much worse than we expect 
in terms ofsuffering and death.” 

‘‘Rural traffic deaths are 
averaging almost two each day 
despite the fact that there have 
been more death-free days this 
year than there were last 
year. During peak traffic per- 
iods--holidays and weekends-- 
the number of people killed 
and injured in rural traffic ac- 
cidents increases sharply,” 
Colonel Hilyer said. 


The Fourth of July holiday 
period begins at 6 p.m. July 
3 and ends at midnight July 
4, (102) hours. Last year 12 
people died during a 78-hour 
Fourth of July holiday period. 

“Operation C.A.R.E. will 
focus attention on major high- 
ways during this holiday,’’ Col- 
onel Hilyer said, ‘‘But, that 
does not mean traffic on other 
roads will be ignored. We 
will concentrate the most man- 
power in areas which have the 
highest accident potential, but, 
routine patrol will be main- 
tained on other roadways as 
well.’’ 


‘Enforcement of highway 
laws and providing motorist 
assistance grows in importance 
as the number of vehicles using 
the highways increases,’’ Col- 
onel Hilyer said. ‘‘ Your Ala- 
bama State Troopers are 
making every effort to give you, 
the motorist, the level of ser- 
vice you want and deserve with 
our limited manpower. Please 
help us in this effort by using 
special care when driving 
during this holiday..’

The following resolution was 
introduced at the regular meet- 
ing of the Elba City Council 
on June 20, 1978. 

WHEREAS: In the past the 
Coffee County Sanitary Land 
Fill has been available to the 
City of Elba without charge; 
and 

WHEREAS: The _ Coffee 
County Commission now im- 
poses a fee for the use of said 
landfill; and 

WHEREAS: Such fee _ is 
based upon the number of 
families served by the City 
of Elba with garbage pickup; 
and 

WHEREAS: Such fee is 
extraneous to the charge now 
imposed for such service, and 
fees now charged are not suf- 
ficient to sustain the cost of 
present service, 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT 
RESOLVED AS FOLLOWS: That 
effective July 1, 1978, and 
each month thereafter an addi- 
tional charge of $1.00 will be 
applied to each customer’s bil- 
ling for garbage service. This 
additional charge will be used 
to pay the County for use of 
their sanitary fill and bring 
the garbage department back 
to a self-supporting operation, 

Approved, ratified and adop- 
ted this 20th day of June, 1978, 
and becomes effective upon 
advertisemant as required by 
law.

In last week’s article we 
talked about the contact phase 
with alcohol and some early 
warning signals, 

The next phase could well 
be called the trouble phase, 
This is where the drinker skirts 
along a thin line that separates 
alcohol use from alcohol abuse- 
where problem drinking can 
develop into addiction, It is 
during this phase that the drink- 
er is least able to evaluate his 
drinking behavior and be able to 
do anything about it, Some of 
the actions of the drinker with 
regards to alcohol at this time 
are: sneaking drinks, preoc- 
cupation with drinking, gulping 
drinks, feelings of guilt, re- 
fusal to discuss or listen to 
anything concerning alcohol, 
and more frequent blackouts, 

When he begins to sneaks 
drinks the primary reason is 
no longer social. The effect 
of the alcohol is the principal 
reason for drinking, This is 
a Significant and dangerous 
change, The drinker wants to 
feel the effects sooner and 
wants more than others are 
going to drink, 

At this stage drinking is 
uppermost in his mind, While 
at work he’s just waiting to get 
a drink - at noon or on the 
way home, He thinks drinking 
and having a good time go 
together without alcohol you 
can’t have a good time, 


He begins to gulp his 
drinks, sometimes 3 or 4 
doubles, one after the other, 
This is the quickest way 
to feel the effects, 

Now there’s a constant feel- 
ing of guilt about his drinking, 
which is no longer “normal,” 
His primary reasons for drink- 
ing have changed, they’re no
